New Police Car 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night with only Coun- 
cilman Jimmy Wise absent. 
The meeting was smooth and 
relatively short, with all coun- 
cilmen voting unanimously on 
motions passed, 


Mrs. Doris Taylor, repre- 
senting the Elba Library 
Board, reported to the council 
that Dr, Kimmey had offered 
to sell his office building on 
Putman Street to the city for 
use as a public library. She 
reported he was asking for the 
appraised value of $50,000 to 
be paid over a five-year period 
at 6% interest. She cdded 
that the doctor had offered to 
make a personal donation of 
$5,000 on the project. 

Mrs. Taylor explained brief- 
ly just how the building could 
be used with very little) re- 
modeling. She also noted that 
Dr. Kimmey was not needing 
an answer before November 1. 


The purchase of a police car 
was the next item of business 
with only two bids being re- 
ceived. Frank Ashe Ford was 
the low bidder with a bid of 
$5151.53. The bid was “‘if 
available’ from another dealer 
on dealer transfer, and if not, 
the firm’s price would be 
withdrawn and the bid from 
Cook Chevrolet accepted. 
However, Wednesday morning, 
City Clerk Jack Prescott was 
notified the car would be 
delivered as bid. 

The new car was purchased 
without air conditioning, at a 
.Jaying of $225. Police Chief 
Max Rayborn made a special 
request for the cooling unit, 
noting that the hot weather 
caused problems as the men 
perspired and had to work 
closely with the public. Coun- 
cilmen acknowledged the heat, 
but noted they needed to save 
money and the police depart- 
ment needed to make the 
sacrifice. 


A look at the budget for the 
year revealed that the city has 
overspent the budget by 
$110,000.

Restaurant 


Planned Here 


Jack Brunson, President of 
National! Security Insurance 
Company of Elba, has an- 
nounced plans to open a first- 
class restaurant in Elba within 
the next few months. Brunson 
says he has hired a highly- 
qualified manager-chef to ope- 
rate the business for him. 

The new business, to be 
named Cafe Bonaparte, should 
be open with 90 days, and will 
be located:in the former home 
of National Security, located to 
the right on the Elba-Troy 
Highway, just north of the 
levee. Brunson says his man- 
ager will be on location within 
the next three weeks to super- 
vise the work, select the neces- 
sary equipment and begin put- 
ting together a staff qualified 
to prepare and serve the qual- 
ity food with which the busi- 
ness hopes to be identified 
throughout the Wiregrass. 

The food will be first qual- 
ity, Brunson said, noting the 
chef refused to accept the 
position unless he could be 
free to furnish only the finest. 
Prime rib and fresh sea foods 
will be specialties of the house. 

The dining facilities will 
seat about 150 people, with a 
special ‘‘function room’ seat- 
ing forty or fity; several 
semi-private dining rooms in 
the main dining room, and an 
“executive dining room’’ seat- 
ing 15 or 20 people. 

Brunson, noted he enjoyed 


eating fine foods in a pleasant 
atmosphere, and had found a 


number of Elba people shared 


his thoughts; therefore, he is 


making investment so the 
people of Elba and the entire 


Wiregrass will have the oppor- 
tunity to enjoy fine foods at 
home. : 


Both these are over the allotted 
amount, but, in Recreation, is 
included for the first time, the 
cost of drinks and cookies for 
resale. A very active recrea- 
tion program this summer has 
run these charges up, but it 
just means more profit for the 
treasury because they are sold 
at a profit. The grants from 
the federal government have 
been higher than expected; 
therefore, this expenditure is 
included in the $110,000 bud- 
get overage, even though the 
feds furnished the funds. 

There are still two months left 
on the fiscal year, and some 
departments, such as fire, 
Street, police and recreation 
could fall back under the 
budget totals by year's end. 


Mayor Robert Folsom noted 
he would have to present an 
amended budget the first 
meeting in September to make 
the overages legal. 


Four-hundred seventy-four 
feet of Country Club Road, off 
the Taylor Mill Road, are now 
public property. The city 
accepted the street leading up 
to the arch of the Elba Country 
Club as a public street. The 
request had been brought by 
Mr. Everett Kelley, who told of 
plans to develop some property 
he owns nearby. He needed 
access to the street through 
Flack Lumber Company land, 
and could only get it through 
to the short section of street. 


The fire department will be 
allowed to take the fire car to 
out-of-town firemen’s associa- 
tional meetings; the city will 
get a legal opinion on the 
many mobile homes parked in 
R-1 zones in Elba; the 
Council will pay the county 
commission their prorata share 
of the $12,000 paid to former 
Tax Assessor Fred Donaldson. 
It will be paid immediately, 
according to a suggestion made 
by Mayor Robert Folsom; 
bills totaling ‘almost $10,000 
were approved; Folsom 
reported preparation was 
underway to have the airport 
extension ready for paving by 
state crews; fines for July 
totaled $1189.50. 


Folsom reported the city 
has done work on the football 
field fence, cleaned up some 
city-owned community develop- 
ment property, done some lev- 
eling on the football and band 
practice fields. 


Councilmen agreed to again 
apply for a $500,000 Commu- 
nity Development grant to im- 
prove drainage in the Mulberry 
Heights area.

The State of Alabama has officially covered public schoo! teachers 
and other school employees with liability insurance at a cost of 
$123,000. This is a bunch of money and should eliminate the 
need for teachers to buy their own insurance. This in itself is a 
pay raise, because it frees salary money for other purposes. We 
were taken aback when we read of the proposal and opposition 
from AEA of this move. The theory presented to us was - this 
was the big thing that enticed teachers to join AEA. If this is 
true, it confirms that someone ‘up there’’ has other interests 
than children learning and/or teachers’ wellbeing. 


The continuing drama around the charges that employees of the 
State Building Commission were involved in taking kickbacks 
takes the usual turns. First, the charges are made and then they 
are denied, or ‘‘explained.'’ Then, for long drawn-out days, 
weeks or months, the cases are tried, and by the time it is all 
over, us average folks are confused by the charges and

We wanted to talk to her 
about her parents, brothers, 
sisters, etc., and she quickly 
answered, ‘‘Where do you 
want me to start?’’, and we 
wrote back, ‘‘Anywhere you 
want to;"’ so, she started at the 
time she was a little girl, and 
we sat enthralled for the next 
30 - 40 minutes listening to 
her. We could have stayed 
longer, too, for she was still 
“going strong. (She had said 
about herself, ‘'I love to talk - I 
can talk for hours.’’) But, we 
sensed she was tiring, so we 
concluded the interview. Upon 
our leaving, she said, ‘‘'Come 
back again and I'll talk some 
more."’ 


Granny was oneof 12 
brothers and sisters born to 
Martin Van Buren and Sara 
Ann Manda Godley Owens in, 
or around, Bristol (Liberty 
County), Florida, on July 11, 
1896. As we can readily see, 
she, too, has just recently 
celebrated a birthday (as has 
many of our friends at the 
nursing home), and she was a 
young 84 on that date! 
Granny's father was a Confed- 
erate War veteran and a farm- 
er, He fought in the infamous 
Battle of Atlanta; and when he 
returned home after the War, 
he nursed the wounded and 
injured in the hospital. 

He also married after the 
war, when he was rather old, 
and he and Granny’s mother 
died when she was around 10 - 
11 years old. Of the 12 
children born to Granny's par- 
ents, she is the only one living 
today. 


Granny's ancestors were 
early pioneers and quite prom- 
inent folks in Liberty County. 
Among her distinguished rela- 
tives, she can count an uncle 
who was sheriff of the county; 
another uncle who was county 
judge (same as our probate 
judge) and held the office until 
his death; upon his death, his 
son was appointed and then 
elected for several terms; a 
second cousin who was a 
former governor of the State of 
Florida; and a cousin by mar- 
riage who today serves as 
sheriff of Liberty County. 


Granny married Samuel 
Thomas Dunnaway of Harda- 
way, located in Liberty County, 
on May 16, 1912. He passed 
away in 1934; but, before his 
death, he held many interest- 
ing and unusual jobs. He 
worked in aluminum plants in 
Badin, North Carolina; the 
coal mines of West Virginia; 
textile mills in North Carolina; 
and did road conseaece oo. 
and n work in 
Staton, We think one of the 
most unusual jobs he held was, 


as a young man, that of 
“turpen' ** in Florida. 
Now, for you babes out

He was a man of much 
energy and many skills. He 
also was a musically inclined 
fellow, for he played the Jews 
harp, harmonica, organ, piano, 
guitar, banjo and fiddle. 


Granny has always been a 
homemaker, and quite a busy 
one, too, we imagine, what 
with six little Dunnaways; 
also, she was left a widow with 
the six children ranging in 
ages from 6 to 21. 


The children and _ their 
spouses and families are; 
Claudia Cook Stirewalt, who is 
widowed and resides here in 
Elba and has three children. 
Claudia was a birthday present 
to Granny, for she was born on 
her mother’s birthday; and she 
also got married in the same 
month and on the same date as 
Granny (which was unplanned 
- she didn’t even realize the 
date was the same!) Her 
children are Jimmy Cook, who 
works for Boeing Aircraft and 
lives in Portland, Oregon, and 
is the father of two children - 
Patricia and Gregory; Susan 
Cook Wells, who is widowed 
and retired and makes her 
home in Senatobia, Mississip- 
pi, in a convalescent home; 
and Sandra Stirewalt, a young 
lady of 14 who attends Elba 
High School. 

I, F. Dunnaway (better 
known as Bow) is City Super- 
intendent of Streets for the 
City of Elba, and is married to 
the former Larue Stewart of 
Roanoke (Randolph County), 
and they are the parents of 3 
children- Barbara (Mrs. 
Donnie) Schofield of Opp, who 
has one son, Matt, and is a 
teacher in the Opp city schools; 

Blythe (Mrs. J. Harold) 
Turner of Ft. Walton Beach, 
Florida, who has a daughter 
named Pamela and she is a 
bookkeeper with Zale's Jewel-

Granny is, one might say. a

the Eastern Seaboard, and 
crisscrossed back and forth to 
Oregon several times. She has 
been to Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and Maryland several 
times to visit Claudia and two 
of her cousins who live there. 


She is a founding member 
of the First Baptist Church in 
Bristol; and Claudia said, 
‘‘We were in Sunday School 
and church EVERY Sunday! 
She was very strict, but we 
knew she loved us, and she 
gave us freedom."’ She also 
remembers her mother as a 
‘‘wonderful mother - always 
cheerful and energetic.” 


When Granny came to the 
nursing home February 7, 
1977, she brought her own 
little library, for she is an avid 
reader, as are all her children; 
and every morning, she'd take 
her Bible and go down to Mr.

Granny and her family 
share a special closeness.

Solar GrainDrying Loans Available 


fo help farmers conserve 
energy, the / gricultural Stabi- 
lization and Conservation Ser- 
vice (ASCS) will finance solar 
gtain drying systems. Funds 
for the energy-saving systems 
are available under the farm 
facility loan program, accord- 
ing to Robert English, Chair- 
person of the ASCS committee. 

Although solar energy is a 
relatively new technology as 
applied to agriculture, farmers 
are being encouraged to de- 
velop and use solar systems 
because of steadily rising fossil 
fuel costs. 

English said: *‘ASCS will 
finance commercially construct- 
ed or homemade solar systems. 
Producers eligible for farm 


facility loans under current 
producers will be eligible for 
financing solar grain drying 
systems.’ 

Grain drying using conven- 
tional fuels--liquid petroleum 
gas and natural gas is a high 
energy operation. Solar grain 
drying is an alternate’ technol- 
ogy that uses less energy but 
still preserves the crop for the 
feed use intended, the ASCS 
official said. 

Loans for solar systems 
were first made available last 
fall in 10 states and 27 counties 
as part of a pilot project. 
Shortages of various farm fuels 
and higher costs prompted the 
agency to open the program 
nationwide.

Fresh fruits and vegetables 
are usually higher in quality 
and lower in price when 
they’re in season and now's 
the season for many of them.

COFFEE COUNTY cS 


County Farm Agent 


TOM CASADY 


SOYBEANS 

Not many folks realize it, 
but Coffee County farmers will 
have more gross income from 
soybeans this year than they 
had from peanuts even as 
recent as 12-15 years ago. 
Soybean acreage is growing. It 
is difficult for people with 
small amoutts of land to 
handle both peanuts and soy- 
beans. However, those land- 
owners who have the land or 
can rent it and keep rotations 
going can handle both. 

Research people tell us that 
where bean prices are good 
and there is a prospect for a 


good crop, a fungicide can be — 


used to increase yields and 
profits. Aburn recommends 
two materials. Benlate can be 
used at the rate of “4 pound 
per acre when the tiny pods 
are first formed and again two 
or three weeks later. Mertect is 
also recommended on a trial 
basis only this year. 


WORMS 

Peanut producers are going 
to need to watch closely for 
worms beginning now and con- 
tinuing for two or three weeks. 
A definite buildup of worms is 
occurring. They are mainly the 
corn earworm and the army- 
worm. 


Peanut leaves can stand 
quite a bit of damage before it 
become profitable to spray for 
worms. Most years we have 
worms coming in and then they 
subside and it is not necessary 
to spray, but each year is 
different. 

Examin: yeyr fields care- 
fully for worms by slapping 
two rows of leaves together for 

a foot or so and then counting 
the worms. Do this several 
places. If you fiad that you 
have about four worms per foot 
of row, you will probably need 
to go ahead and use an 
insecticide. If you only find two 
worms. wait end check the 
field again a day or two later. 


PRILE WAILH 
In mid-May farmers in the 


nation were paying 13%more 
than they were a year ago for 
commodities and services in- 
cluding interest, taxes and 
wages. I am sure that this 
percentage has shot up since 
that time because fuel has 
made big advances during the 
past 60 days. 

A few years ago a farm 
management specialist at 
Auburn told me that, in his 
Opinion, prices that farmers 
paid were going io continue to 
rise. He said that farmers 
should hope to get more for 
their products to keep up with 
the rising costs. It is obvious 
that hog prices are going down 
and peanut prices have gone 
down. For growers in Coffee 
County, this means that as 
each month passes, profits 
decline in these two major 
farm products in Coffee 
County. 

PIG PRICES 

High feed prices coupled 
with sagging hog prices will 
end the hog industry current 
expansion phase. This is going 
to be true even for many large 
units. This is especially true in 
the heavy hog areas in the 
mid-west. A lot of the hog 
industry's recent growth has 
come from these large units. 
So we expect a cut back in 
expansion. Our large units in 
this area will probably main- 
tain their output near capacity. 
Of course, they want to operate 
their fixed costs and hired 
labor costs over as large a 
number of hogs as they can. 

I look for quite a few of the 
mid-western folks to sell more 
of their corn this fall rather 
than feeding it to hogs. This 
will help to slow the buildup of 
numbers in those big hog 
producing states and should 
help us here in Coffee County 
a year or so from now.
